It is noted that in US 2005/0071001 Al, which corresponds to the present application, the 
published claims are in error due to another patent applicant submitting an amendment under the 
wrong serial number. The Applicant's attention is directed to MPEP § 1 130; the examiner 
apologizes for the inconvenience to the Applicant. 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-3, drawn to a control system, classified in class 3 1 8, subclass 3+. 

II. Claims 4-6, drawn to a control and battery system, classified in class 439, 
subclass 296+. 

Inventions II and I are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in this 
relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does not require 
the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) that the 
subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant 
case, the combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as 
claimed because the combination does not require the speed variation circuit, for example. The 
subcombination has separate utility such as with entirely implanted systems (including an 
implanted power source) and other systems not involving the connector plugs and receptacles as 
claimed in the combination. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and 
have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their different classification and divergent 
searches, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 
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Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include (i) an 
election of a species or invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37
